To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Clun  and  Bishop’s  Castle  Rural  District  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  on  the  health  of  Clun  and  Bishop  s Castle 
District  in  1970. 

Analysis  of  the  causes  of  death  has  shown  that  over  recent  years  heart  disease,  cerebrovascular 
disease  and  cancer  consistently  take  the  top  places  in  the  league  table.  The  only  chance  of  dis- 
placing these  from  prominence  is  by  the  practical  application  of  our  knowledge  of  prevention. 
There  are  four  preventive  factors  in  which  every  thinking  individual  can  participate,  namely, 
weight  control,  exercise,  non-smoking  of  cigarettes,  and  avoidance  of  stress. 

It  is  well  accepted  that  obesity,  like  cork  legs,  runs  in  families.  From  this  observation  it  is 
but  a short  step  to  assume  that  a fat  body  is  inherited.  However,  interrogation  of  such  families 
reveals  that  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  all  the  family  members  have  a big  food  intake. 

Is  it  not  another  case  of  learning  the  wrong  habits  by  example,  the  child  of  fat  parents  growing 
up  to  regard  gargantuan  meals  as  the  norm  and  in  turn  becoming  obese  itself? 

The  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  tells  us  of  a startling  increase  in  Venereal  Disease 
which  is  the  inevitable  sequel  to  promiscuity.  Less  than  twenty  years  ago  a book  on  careers  in 
Medicine  advised  against  specialising  in  Venereology  since  the  disease  was  so  well  controlled 
in  this  country  there  would  shortly  be  no  call  for  specialists  in  this  field!  What  a change  the  per- 
missive society  has  wrought.  It  would  be  well  for  those  “experts”  who  advocate  sexual  licence 
for  the  young  to  bear  in  mind  the  misery  of  venereal  disease  in  both  the  long  and  short  term. 

The  dilemma  of  fluoridation  is  still  with  us.  The  protagonists  have  re-grouped  themselves 
preparatory  to  the  next  onslaught  of  persuasion.  The  antagonists  are  well  represented  by  the 
National  Pure  Water  Association,  which  furnishes  eloquent  speakers  to  all  local  meetings.  Recently 
in  an  excellent  article  in  Shropshire  Star,  Shirley  Tart  made  the  point  that  why  should  the  whole 
community  be  subjected  to  mass  medication  because  one  section  persists  in  dental  neglect. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  Mr.  Bramwell  and  staff  for  the  pleasant 
welcome  received  on  all  my  visits  throughout  the  year.

PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

These  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the  authority  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946. 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

(a)  Child  Health  Centres 

Stone  House,  Bishop’s  Castle  . . . , . . 2nd  and  4th  Fridays 

In  addition  a Mobile  Clinic  now  calls  at  Clun,  Chirbury  and  Lydbury  North. 

(b)  Family  Planning  Clinics 

The  Shrewsbury  and  District  Branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association  operate  clinics  in 
the  County  Council’s  Health  Centre  at  Murivance,  Shrewsbury,  as  follows;  Mondays,  1.30  p.m. 
— 3.30  p.m.  (Bank  Holidays  excepted);  1st,  2nd,  3rd  and  4th  Mondays  each  month,  6.30  p.m. — 
7.30  p.m.  (Bank  Holidays  excepted);  2nd  Wednesday  each  month,  2.30  p.m. — 3.30  p.m.  (for 
Oral  Contraceptive  and  Appointments);  1st,  2nd,  3rd  and  4th  Wednesdays  each  month,  1 1.00  a.m. 
— l.(X)  p.m.  (for  advice  on  Intra-Uterine  devices,  by  appointment  only). 

(c)  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  Illegitimate  Children 

As  from  the  1st  April,  1970,  Moral  Welfare  work  on  behalf  of  Hereford  Diocesan  Association 
was  taken  over  by  County  Council  Health  Visitors. 

The  Lichfield  Diocesan  Association  continues  to  be  represented  by  Mrs.  C.  V.  Jones,  25  Talbot 
Chambers,  Market  Street,  Shrewsbury  (Shrewsbury  49(X)). 

The  County  Council  gives  substantial  grants  to  two  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  affiliated  to 
the  Lichfield  Diocese,  but  within  the  County,  to  which  cases  from  any  County  District  may 
be  admitted. 

(d)  Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods 

There  are  four  distribution  points  in  the  area  from  which  supplies  of  National  Welfare  Foods 
(National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  A and  D tablets)  can  be  obtained. 
These  points  have  been  set  up  at  a variety  of  places,  including  Child  Health  Centres,  Post  Offices, 
local  shops  and  private  houses. 

Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing 

The  County  Council  employs  a total  of  three  midwives  in  the  District.  Throughout  the  whole 
area  they  undertake  district  nursing  as  well  as  midwifery  duties.  In  addition,  two  full-time  District 
Nurses  are  employed. 
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Health  Visiting 

Two  full-time  and  one  part-time  Health  Visitor  are  employed  by  the  County  Council  in 
the  District  in  addition  to  District  Nurse-Midwives  who  are  qualified  Health  Visitors  and  under- 
take this  work  as  part  of  their  duties. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  Central  Ambulance  Depot  is  at  Abbey  Foregate,  Shrewsbury,  and  the  telephone  number 
is  Shrewsbury  6331.  A new  full-time  Ambulance  Depot  was  opened  at  Craven  Arms  on  25th 
December,  1965,  replacing  the  former  Sub-Depots  at  Ludlow  and  Bishop’s  Castle.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  1970  there  were  19  ambulances  at  Shrewsbury  and  5 dual  purpose  vehicles.  5 ambulances 
and  2 dual  purpose  vehicles  were  based  at  Craven  Arms. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Protection  is  offered,  in  particular  to  pre-school  children,  school  children,  and  in  special 
circumstances  to  others,  against  Smallpox,  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis 
and  Measles,  and  to  children  of  thirteen  years  and  over  against  Tuberculosis. 

The  immunisation  procedure  is  carried  out  in  many  cases  by  General  Medical  Practitioners, 
and  by  School  Medical  Officers  in  Clinics  and  Schools. 

Travellers  to  countries  where  Yellow  Fever  is  endemic  are  given  protection,  but  a fee  of  £1.25 
is  charged  for  this  service.  Vaccination  sessions,  for  which  patients  are  given  appointments,  are 
held  at  the  Shirehall,  Abbey  Foregate,  Shrewsbury,  on  the  first  and  third  Mondays  in  the  month 
at  3 p.m. 

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care 

{a)  All  home  nurses  and  midwives  hold  a small  supply  of  minor  articles  of  nursing  equipment 
such  as  hot  water  bottles,  air  rings,  bed  pans  and  feeding  cups  for  loan  to  patients  being  nursed 
at  home. 

(b)  The  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  falls  to  Regional  Hospital  Boards  to  provide  in  the  way 
of  Sanatoria  and  Chest  Clinics,  but  the  preventive  and  after-care  side  of  the  work  is  shared  between 
the  Hospital  Boards  and  Local  Health  Authorities.  The  County  Council,  for  their  share,  provide 
open-air  shelters  where  required.  They  also  join  with  Regional  Boards  in  making  from  time  to 
time  local  arrangements  for  Chest  Radiology  Surveys,  and  through  their  Health  Visitors  under- 
take a considerable  amount  of  follow-up  work  with  patients.  Extra  nourishment  may  be  provided 
in  necessitous  cases. 

(c)  Arrangements  are  made  under  this  section  lor  the  convalescence  of  persons  not  requiring 
special  medical  or  nursing  care. 

{cl)  Through  their  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  Health  Visitors,  the  County  Council  are 
responsible  for  the  supervision  in  their  own  homes  ot  mentally  handicapped  persons  and  also 
for  helping  general  medical  practitioners  to  secure  hospital  treatment  for  those  persons  who 
become  mentally  unbalanced. 

Domestic  Help 

U Bishop’s  Castle  Rural  District  are  served  from  the  Ludlow  Home 

Help  Office,  which  is  open  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons. 
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Hospital  Service 

Complementary  to  the  Health  Services  provided  by  the  County  Council  under  the  provisions 
of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services  are  provided 
by  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  under  the  provisions  of  Part  II  of  the  Act. 

The  District  is  reasonably  well  supplied  with  hospitals  under  the  Nos.  15  and  16  Hospital 
Management  Committees,  and  by  Consultants  based  on  the  principal  hospitals,  but  who  hold 
Specialist  Clinics  at  many  of  the  smaller  hospitals  in  the  area. 

For  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  a Chest  Clinic  is  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
each  month  at  1 1 a.m.  at  the  Child  Health  Centre,  Cliftonville,  Dinham,  Ludlow.  Although 
this  clinic  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  it  is  for  convenience  held  at  the  County 
Council’s  Centre. 


Venereal  Diseases  Clinic 

This  Clinic  is  held  at  1 Belmont,  Shrewsbury,  and  is  provided  by  the  Shrewsbury  Group 
Hospital  Management  Committee  as  part  of  the  hospital  and  specialist  services.  The  Medical 
Officers  in  charge  are  Dr.  J.  P.  G.  Rogerson  and  Dr.  E.  M.  McCarter.  The  Clinic  also  serves 
the  neighbouring  Counties  of  Montgomeryshire  and  Radnorshire. 

The  times  of  sessions  at  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  are  now  as  follows: 

Males:  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  ..  ..  ..  6 — 8 p.m. 

Females:  Mondays  ..  ..  ..  ..  3.30 — 5.30  p.m. 

Thursdays  . . . . . . . . . . 5 — 7 p.m. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Salop  Infirmary  is  extensively  used  for  the  bac- 
teriological examination  of  water,  milk  and  ice  cream. 

Chemical  analyses  of  water  samples  and  sewage  effluents  are  made  by  the  Public  Analyst 
at  Chester. 

Good  laboratory  facilities  are  very  necessary  to  the  work  of  the  Health  Department,  and  1 
should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  A.  C.  Jones,  of  the  Shrewsbury  Laboratory,  and  his  staff 
for  their  assistance,  in  particular  perhaps  for  their  invaluable  advice  when  some  bacteriological 
or  epidemiological  problem  arises.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Water  Supplies 

The  long-awaited  South  Clun  Comprehensive  Scheme  is  no  longer  just  a promise:  work 
was  commenced  late  in  the  year  with  the  contractor  expressing  the  hope  that  he  can  complete  in 
about  one  year  rather  than  the  two  years  allowed  in  the  Contract. 

This  scheme  will  supply  water  to  all  the  dry  areas,  where  we  still  have  to  carry  water  each 
summer,  namely,  Edgton,  Hopesay,  Hopton  Castle  and  Wentnor. 

A total  of  fifty-one  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private  supplies  during  the  year  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  testing.  The  results  were  as  follows: 

Private  Mains:  Satisfactory,  17;  Unsatisfactory,  20 

Wells,  streams  and  pumps:  Satisfactory,  5;  Unsatisfactory,  9 

Approximately  2,057  of  the  3,618  houses  in  the  district  are  now  supplied  from  public  mains, 
and  a further  394  are  connected  to  estate-owned  mains. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  service  has  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year,  using  only  the  three  tips  at 
Grimmer,  King  Grove  and  Clungunford.  The  small  Karrier  Bantom  vehicle  has  been  replaced  with 
an  18  cubic  yard  fore  and  aft  tipper,  a further  labourer  has  been  engaged  to  work  part-time  on 
refuse  collection,  and  there  has  been  a reduction  in  overtime  worked  as  a result  of  these 
measures.  The  volume  of  refuse  collected  continues  to  increase,  but  the  density  decreases  as  less 
ash  is  collected.  The  tips  do  not  compact  so  easily  without  extra  soil  or  other  such  material. 


Sewerage  Schemes 

The  only  real  progress  made  in  the  carrying  out  of  new  schemes  was  at  Kingsley  Road, 
Knighton,  where  the  work  started  in  October  and  should  be  completed  about  April  or  May  1971. 

Permission  to  proceed  with  the  larger  schemes  serving  the  Brockton,  Worthen  area  and 
Bucknell  and  Bedstone  has  been  obtained,  and  the  respective  consulting  engineers  have  been 
asked  to  prepare  all  documents  to  tender  stage  as  soon  as  possible;  even  so,  a start  cannot  possibly 
be  made  until  the  second  half  of  1971. 

New  financial  regulations  have  taken  small  sewerage  schemes  out  of  what  is  called  the  “ Key 
Sector”,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  anything  can  be  done  in  respect  of  schemes  costing  less 
than  £100,000  at  present.  This  applied  to  our  Chirbury,  Newcastle  and  Lydbury  North  schemes. 

The  Severn  River  Authority  took  twenty-four  samples  from  works  during  the  year,  and  of  these 
twelve  were  satisfactory  and  twelve  unsatisfactory.

Improvement  Grants 

This  branch  of  our  work  increased  very  substantially  in  1970  and  took  up  a great  deal  of 
Mr.  Easton’s  time;  it  also  increased  the  clerical  work  attached  to  each  application.  The  number 
of  grants  approved  was  90;  of  these  40  were  standard  grants. 


Rodent  Control 

The  difficulties  encountered  in  providing  a rodent  control  service  in  the  district  have,  if 
anything,  increased. 

The  trouble  all  stems  from  the  fact  that  almost  all  the  Council’s  area  is  within  the  bounds 
of  a “Warfarin  Resistant  Area’’  where  most  of  the  rodent  population  thrive  on  this  particular 
poison.  No  comparable  substitute  has  yet  been  discovered  and  all  treatments  are  therefore  with 
the  old  acute  poisons:  each  treatment  takes  much  more  time,  and  a great  deal  more  care  has 
to  be  taken  due  to  the  danger  to  other  animals. 

For  a few  years  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  have  operated  a scheme 
to  control  the  spread  of  the  warfarin  resistant  rats.  This  consisted  of  treating  premises  free  of 
charge  in  a band  three  miles  wide  around  the  “Resistant  Area’’.  Recently  there  have  been  many 
instances  where  the  band  has  been  pierced  and  the  policy  has  now  been  abandoned. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Supplies 

There  has  been  a 100  per  cent  inspection  of  all  carcases  slaughtered  in  the  three  private 
slaughterhouses.

The  total  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  during  the  year  was  77 — 64  more  than 
the  number  notified  in  the  previous  year. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified.  Children  can  be  immunised  against  diphtheria  and 
poliomyelitis,  either  by  the  family  doctors  or  at  the  schools  or  Infant  Welfare  Centres  by  the 
Medical  Officers  of  the  County  Health  Department.  The  last  case  of  diphtheria  notified  was  in 
the  year  1949.

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  4 less  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  crude  death-rate  is 
13.2  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  three  chief  causes  of  death  were  as  in  previous  years:  Heart  and  Circulatory  diseases, 
Cerebro-Vascular  diseases  and  Malignant  diseases. 

There  was  only  one  death  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  3 deaths  from  other  accidents. 

It  will  be  noticed  also  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  the  infectious  diseases  (diphtheria, 
measles,  whooping  cough  and  scarlet  fever),  which  used  to  be  the  cause  of  death  among  young 
children,  and  there  have  been  no  deaths  from  poliomyelitis.
